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Edgar Smith Dies; Former 
City Mayor for Six Years 

Judge Edgar L. Smith, former mayor of Greenbelt for more 
than six years died at 10 a.m. on January 1 at the Washington Ad¬ 
ventist Hospital after a long illness. He was 48 years old. Burial 
services were held at Salisbury today. Special memorial services 
will be held Saturday, January 22, 7 p.m. at the Greenbelt Baptist 
Church at which his fellow-citizens will pay tribute to his many 
years of community service. Smith, a 23 year resident of Green¬ 
belt, is survived by his wife Paula and daughter Sandra Lynne of 
118 Greenhill Road. 


Smith was first elected to city 
council in 1959, declined to run in 
1961, then served as city solicitor 
in 1962-63. In 1963 he was elected 
again - for the first of four succes¬ 
sive terms as city councilman. As 
high man in the voting for 1963, 
1965 and 1967, he was selected by 
his colleagues as mayor. He again 
served as mayor for a few months 
in 1971 succeeding Mayor Francis 
W. White who had run successful¬ 
ly for the county council. Smith 
resigned from the council in July 
1971 to accept appointment as judge 
of the District Court of Maryland. 

Edgar Smith's tenure as mayor 
was featured by a running bout 
with developers over the future 
growth of the city. Here, in his 
own words, was his description of 
this struggle: 

“We faced unresponsive -and un¬ 
concerned elected and appointed 
officials in many places. We oppos- 
sod d uvplop ers whose i nterests were 
strongly divergent from ours. Twice 
we took our case to the highest 
court in the state. The issues are 
still well known. The Master Plan, 
The location of a high school. Zon¬ 
ing revisions. Land development 
practices. Covenants and agree¬ 
ments. While we were not always 
successful and while there are still 
many problems relating to the 
growtli and development, of the city 
which remain unresolved, we have 
achieved a substantial decrease in 
the density of development which 
will occur in Greenbelt, and we 
have brought about a considerable 
change in the attitude and thinking 
of those county officials who must 
make the decisions which vitally 
affect our city. Greenbelt’s voice 
is now heard throughout the coun¬ 
ty and listened to with respect.” 

Smith similarly took pride in the 
physical accomplishments of the 
eity during his tenure in office.” 

“I believe the most important ac¬ 
tion to be the institution of a land 
acquisition program which resul¬ 
ted in the preservation of Greenbelt 
Lake as a public park, and the ac¬ 
quisition of fifty-five acres of land 
with the assistance of federal 
matching funds. Also of particular 
significance was the approval in 
1968 of a major capital improve¬ 
ment program, still in progress, 
which has resulted in the recon¬ 
struction of Southway, the con¬ 
struction of Gentry Drive to serve 
Springhill Lake, the construction of 
additions to the Youth Center and 
the Fire Station, the purchase of 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church pro¬ 
perty on Ridge Road, and the plan¬ 
ning of a recreation center soon to 
be constructed in Springhill Lake. 
Other improvements to the city 
include the reconstruction of the 
swimming pool, the construction of 
a new public works facility, the re¬ 
construction of Parkway Road and 
Laurel Hill, the connecting of 
Greenhill Road to Hillside, and ma¬ 
jor curb construction and street 
widening in several locations ns 
well as major street resurfacing.” 

Smith was born in Salisbury on 
the Eastern Shore and attended 
various Maryland institutions of 
higher learning. He received an 
Associate of Arts Degree 'from the 
Maryland State Teacher’s College 
at Salisbury, a Bachelor of Science 
degree from the University of 


Maryland, an LLB degree from the 
University of Maryland School of 
Law in Baltimore, and a Juris 
Doctor’s degree from the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland School of Law in 
1969. 

Smith was selected “Outstanding 
Young Man of America (1964-65)” 
by the United States Junior Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. He was active 
in numerous community groups - 
past president of the Greenbelt De¬ 
mocratic Club, past president of 
the Greenbelt Business Men’s Asso¬ 
ciation, member of the Greenbelt 
American Legion, an associate 
member of the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue Squad 
and a member of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Greenbelt Boy’s Club. 

Smith was one of the organizers 
of the “Citizens for a Planned 
Greenbelt,” a civic group organized 
in 1965 to muster support in fa¬ 
vor of a low-density Greenbelt. 

At the county level, he served 
quu jftcuir ii of Qircvtiyiii. of uift. 
Metropolitan Council of Govern¬ 
ments, was chairman of the Prince 
Georges County Municipal Associ¬ 
ation, served for five years as As¬ 
sistant Attorney General of the 
State, served as treasurer of the 
County Engineer’s Association of 
Maryland for three years, was 
State Advocate Judge of the Am¬ 
erican Legion 1962-63.

"Yes, Virginia, There is a 
Santa Claus," City Learns

It was two days before Christmas. All the secertaries were 
busy at the city offices in Greenbelt as the telephone rang. Assis¬ 
tant city manager Dennis Piendak, sitting in for vacationing eitjr 
manager James Giese, picked up the phone. It was U. S. Senator 
Charles McC, Mathias’s office. 


Suddenly city clerk Gudrun Mills 
and secretary Dorothy Lauber were 
startled to hear Piendak let out a 
whoop and a holler as he replaced 
the receiver on the hook. 

“We got it, we got it,” he happily 
chanted. The Senator’s office had 
just informally announced that the 
city’s public works grant applica¬ 
tion for funding an addition to the* 
Municipal Building had been ap¬ 
proved by the U. S. Economic De¬ 
velopment Administration. The a- 
mount was $282,860 — precisely 
what the city had asked. 

Long Shot Pays Off 
“It was a long shot, and we won,” 
said an elated Piendak. He immed¬ 
iately called Giese in Florida with 
the good news. Piendak and Giese 
had crammed many hours of work 
into the research and preparation 
of the application. 


City to Recycle Oil 

Residents who change the oil in 
their automobiles may now dispose 
of it at the Public Works Ware¬ 
house on Crescent Road adjacent 
to the Lake Park. A barrel marked 
“Used Oil” is located at the rear of 
the Yard. The City has made ar¬ 
rangements with a private firm to 
recycle the oil. 

Besides crankcase oil, brake fluid, 
transmission oil or any other petro- 
eum based product may be deposi¬ 
ted in the drum. Hours for deposit¬ 
ing oil are 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Mon¬ 
day through Friday and 8 a.m. to 
noon Saturdays. City Ordinance 
prohibits the dumping of oil on 
streets or in storm sewers.

Calvert Rd. ice Rink 
Under Construction 

A new ice rink and swimming 
pool complex is under construction 
on Calvert Road in College Park. 

Scheduled for completion in Au¬ 
gust of 1977 the complex will con¬ 
tain a covered hockey-sized rink 
with a warming hut, skate rental 
facility and concession stand and a 
Z shaped, outdoor pool with diving 
facilities. The warming hut will 
double as a locker room for use by 
swimmers during the swimming 
season. 

When completed at a cost of 
$1,607,000 county residents will have 
a second public ice rink, the first 
being Tucker Road ice rink in Oxon 
Hill which was scheduled to reopen 
during* the Christmas holidays. The 
new pool will be the fourth public 
swimming pool operated by the 
MNCPPC. 


Formal notification of the appro* 
vai is subject to final signing by 
the Secretary of Commerce. 

City officials and councilmen gen¬ 
erally had not been optimistic that 
Greenbelt’s application would pre¬ 
vail since only $20.4 million was av¬ 
ailable for the entire State under 
Title 1 local public works develop¬ 
ment and investment program of 
the Public Works Employment Act 
of 1976. 

The Federal government will pay 
100 percent of the cost of construc¬ 
tion provided certain conditions are 
met. One is that the city must have 
workers on the job within 90 days 
of the award of the grant. The city 
has been moving rapidly to meet 
these conditions. The architect Den¬ 
nis Madden has prepared final 
plans and bids will be advertised 
about February 1. The city is hope¬ 
ful that construction can begin by 
April 1. A building permit has al¬ 
ready been applied for. 

How It Was Done 

The city was able to qualify for 
the program because the project 
area the city defined consisted of 
17 census tracts which had an un¬ 
employment rate close to the na¬ 
tional level. A minimum of 10 per¬ 
cent of the workers employed on 
the addition must come from the 
Greenbelt project area and bid 
ders have to guarantee this. Addi¬ 
tionally, the city has had the Muni¬ 
cipal Building addition on the 
drawing boards for many years. 

The Federal grant is also wel¬ 
comed by the city because it will 
release funds from the capital im¬ 
provement budget which otherwise 
would have been used to finance 
the Municipal Building addition. 
The parkland acquisition program 
as well as the ballfield construction 
and park development program had 
to be curtailed because of the lack 
of capital improvement funds. As of 
July 1, 1976, the funds remaining in 
this budget (which represented the 
proceeds from the $950,000 bond 
issue approved by the electorate in 
November 1968) amounted to $411,- 
142. All told, the city has spent 
$1,456,964 through June 1976 on 
capital improvement projects. This 
was accomplished by supplementing 
bond funds with Federal and State 
open-space grants, interest on in¬ 
vestment, and contributions from 
other sharers of costs. 

Plans for Addition 

The architect's plans call for a 
two-story, 6,562 sq. ft. addition (in¬ 
cludes a 1,850 sq. ft. partial base¬ 
ment) on the site where the polie* 
cars are now parked. A new p’ark- 
ing lot will be constructed behind 
the addition where a grassy area 
now exists. 

The first floor of the existing 6.- 
4C0 sq. ft building would then be 
converted over in its entirety to 
a police station. The new addi¬ 
tion would be connected to the. exi¬ 
sting building by a new lobby (at 
the parking lot entrance to the old 
building.) A stairwell and elevator, 
which is required for the handi¬ 
capped, is planned for the lobby. 
The upstairs council room will con¬ 
tinue to be used for this purport 
and the two meeting rooms, now 
the offices of the city clerk and 
police chief, will be the new home 
of Greenbelt CARES.

The following editorial originally appeared in the News Review 
issue of July 15, 1971 at the time that Edgar L. Smith resigned as 
Mayor of Greenbelt. 

Edgar L, Smith’s resignation as Mayor of Greenbelt marks the 
end of ten years of service on city council, more than six of which 
he has served as mayor. First elected to council in 1959, he chose 
not to run in 1961. When he began again in 1963, he received the 
highest vote and was chosen mayor by his colleagues. He then 
was elected for three more terms, and as top vote-gatherer in 1965 
and 1967 was chosen again to serve as mayor. 

When Edgar Smith’s first term as mayor began in 1963, the 
city, already lured by the siren songs of those who argued that the 
salvation of Greenbelt lies in development of the vacant land, was 
entering a period of growth and transition. New subdivisions — 
Sprlnghill Lake. Charlestowne Village, Boxwood Village, and Lake¬ 
side North — had sprung up to supplement the'New Deal Green- 
belt town. 

This growth was soon accompanied by citizen disillusionment 
as developers disregarded covenants and fought master plans that 
were intended to restrict density and provide for orderly develop¬ 
ment. During the next few years, Greenbelt’s attempts to sterti 
the tide of high density development were only partly successful, 
as county zoning authorities and the courts repeatedly ruled against 
Greenbelt. 

Yet throughout this period of trial and tribulation, Mayor 
Smith's adherence to the concept of Greenbelt as a low-density 
planned residential community remained steadfast. Even when the 
odds and pressures were greatest ,he could be counted on to stand 
up for the public interest. By his example, he mustered a majority 
on council and helped consolidate community support in favor of 
the original goals of Greenbelt. During the last few years, most 
of these efforts were crowned with success, as the College Park- 
Green belt Master Plan was adopted and the frantic growth of new 
developments in Greenbelt subsided. 

A not insignificant quality which made citizens responsive to 
Mayor Smith’s leadership was his ability to preside over a city 
council meeting. With calmness and firmness, he kept discussions 
within reasonable bounds: everyone was assured of having his say; 
and at the end one could normally be assured of action of some 
type. 

No headline-seeker, Mayor Smith’s quiet, effective manner 
instilled confidence and the public responded by electing him to 
council five times. We wish him well in his new career as District 
Court Judge.

Summer Conservation 
Program for Youth 

Senator Edward T. Conroy (Dem. 
Prince Georges) announces that the 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources will once again operate 
the Summer Youth Conservation 
program for the youth of the State. 

Conroy said. “All boys and girls 
between the ages of 15 through 18 
are eligible to apply and, if accep¬ 
ted, will work at one of the 17 loca¬ 
tions throughout the state on con¬ 
servation-oriented tasks aimed at 
improving environmental quality of 
the land and water in our fine 
State”. There will be 197 positions 
available and the deadlines for ap¬ 
plications will be March 15, 1977. 

Interested youths must be physi¬ 
cally qualified with parental con¬ 
sent. A social security number and 
the ability to obtain State Work 
permit are required.

The duration of 
the program at most camps will be 
90 days and selections are made at 
random by computer.”

Assistance Available 
For Elderly Renters 

Elderly and totally disabled ren¬ 
ters are eligible for assistance from 
the city of Greenbelt. The program 
offers grants to Greenbelt renters 
amounting to 3% of the rent paid 
during the preceding year for an 
apartment in the city. 

To be eligible, a renter must have 
attained the age of 65 or be totally 
and permanently disabled if under 
65. Also, the combined gross in¬ 
come of the applicant and all oth¬ 
er persons within the household 
shall not exceed $5,000 for the pre¬ 
ceding calendar year. As indicated, 
a renter must have paid rent for an 
apartment within the city and the 
applicant must reside within the 
city at the time of making appli¬ 
cation. 

Applications may be filed until 
February 15, 1977 for assistance for 
the grant year 1976. Applications 
are available from the city treas¬ 
urer’s office, 25 Crescent Road, and 
it is not necessary to apply in per¬ 
son. Residents wishing to call the 
treasurer’s office may do so at 474- 
8000 and request that an applicaion 
be mailed to them. Those who have 
applied for this program in the 
past have already had applications 
mailed to them. 

Residents are also reminded that 
Prince Georges county offers a sim¬ 
ilar program of assistance to eld¬ 
erly renters. Information concern¬ 
ing the county program may be 
obtained by calling 952-3770.
